HOW EASTERN SHIPPING CAN HELP. 


. London, March 17. 

A large meeting of representatives of steamship lines engaged in 
Easterntrades-yesterday cotisidered.a statament by the Shipping 
Controller that additional tonnage is required to bring wheat from 
Australia in April, May and June. It appears that tonnage is now 
tequired to bring a further 100,000 tons, additional to the 200,000 
tons which the Eastern liner companies recently arranged to bring. 

Tt is understooi that the Australian lines have allocated all 
possible tonnage for this purpose; therefore the brunt of providing 
additional shipping falls on companies trading with Indias and the 
Far East. It is believed that they have expressed their readines. 
to do everything practicable in this direction. .

most terrible struggle in history, whereby. the war was 
prolonged for two years. We were not going to abandon, 
“in the case of Moslem countries Hke Turkey, the principles 
which we ruthlessly applied in the Christian countries 
of Germany and Austria. The same independence would be 
given Mohammedans us Christians. The principles of self-deter- 
mination would ‘be applied to non-Turkish peoples 
hitherto under Turkish rule. In the interests of  civi- 
lisation, the Allies were bound to exercise control 
in Armenia, where the Turks had shown incompetency to protect 
their own subjects, who were massacred wholesale. He laid stress 
on the fact that Indian and Moslem opinion was largely considered 
in the settler ent of the Turkish question. 7 .

We 
arc not going to comment 
on owners or anything of 
that kind. They may or may 
not be what our correspondent 
describes them.as. That part of 
the statement has mo present 
interest for.us; the arbitration 
proceedings are, we understand, 
still in progress and we tan all 
afford to wait for the result. But 
the fear of the correspondent is a 
little interesting becauscit affects 
the principle of free speech and 
the position of ourselves as re- 
gards our function of providing 
a daily public. forum for 
the ventilation ‘of all’ and 
every view point. Free speech 
can be-denied to none, not in this 
year of grace 1920. True it is 
that free speech renders the 
speaker liable to the consequences 
of his action, but by long establish- 
ed precedenthecan very effective- 


NAVAL COMPETITION?

Despite the oft-cxpressed hone that the late war would bea 
struggle to kill the spirit of naval and military dggressionand so 
prevent future conflicts, we are constantly seeing references tothe 
necessity of larger and more powerful navies being owned by the 
Great Powers. Recent utterances by Mr. Walter Long and also by 
the U.S. Navy Secretary show that in both Britain and the United 
States there is an official determination to maintain naval power to 
a pitch which is at least onthe safe side. Mr. Long. however, in 
remarking-on the fact that the only Navy approximating ours, did 
wellto declare that the idea of competition in armamentsis a 
repugant one——a statement that was cheered by the Llouse of 

: Commons, It is, i in this connection, to reeall that 
zecently Mr. Fran, stant Secretary of the 
U.S. Navy, stated that if the “is to continue with’ 
competitive naval building, “we must have a Navy equal to that of 
any other nation.” Japan appears to be of the sume mind,. and not 
for a momen: will Britain concede pride of place and powerto any 
nation. Even if the “twao-Power’’ standard he modified, most 
Britons will insist that the Empire should possess an unquestionable 
superiority in sed-power. But while the Briton, the American, and 
the Japanese would all pe justified in providing for their national 
safety, and conseyucntly would each be morally entitled to an 
adequate amount of sea-power, it does not follow that they should 
endorse the revival of the conpetitive armament system for which 
they would have to pay so heavily. ‘ 

The other day we came across a commenton this naval question 
which is worth recalling for its sanity of Outlook. It was argued by 
the writer that as national power isa relative question, the common-| 
sense. way of dealing. with armaments would bs for the Great 
Powers to agree on a hasis of specific strength, both by land and sea. 
Tf the nations are again to create vast navies and to organise armies 
on the grand scale, some partof the benefit or lesson of the great 
war will be lost, and in fact the conditions will be created which 
would make a new world-war most feasible. It+is obvious, also, 
that no ‘agreement about armaments can be reached except ona, 
basis of international morality, and the first axiorn of the code should 
be the acceptance of the principle of non-aggression upon the poltical, 
territorial, or internal economic rights of other nations. Ifthe victory 

‘of the Allies has assured freedom for the world, the rights of a free 
nation should include that of non-exploitation by political contracts, 
commercial or industrial concession, or financial penetration. The 
Jesson that the nations must learn -is that sincere goodwill towards 
each other is not only the mast pleasant but also the most profitable 
course in the longrun.
